Nor- 
mally the respiration is quiet and 
regular, but in illness it shows 
various deviations. It is Important 
for the home nurse to learn to re- 
cognize these deviations and to des- 
cribe them for the physician. In 
doing so she may assist him in 
making a diagnosis, 
or perhaps 


may warn him that complications 
arc developing. 


The respiration may be labored 


and painful in pneumonia or fol- 
lowing an injury.

Ihe kind of income -tax return they 
file. Meanwhile— 


Here Is tax-exempt income which 


does not have to be reported. 


Unemployment compensation, so 


cial security benefits, sickness and 
injury 
benefits 
received 
from 


heallh or fccident insurance 
of 


workmen's compensation, gifts ex- 
cept those given for personal ser- 
vice, and life insurance paid be- 
cause of the death of the insured. 
Examples: 


A._ People with income of 1500 or 


more must file a return but—sup- 
pose your only income was 
$600 


from social security benefits. You 
don't have to file a return. 


B. Suppose your income was $600 
rom social security benefits and 
1,000 from rents. You have to file 
; return on the $1,000 but 
you 


make no mention of the $600. 


(There's a wide field of exempt- 


ions for war veterans, servicemen 
and their families. This will be ex 
ilained here tomorrow.) 


Here are dedutible expenses al- 


hough the list's not complete: 


Charitable contributions 
(They 


can't exceed 15 percent of income)

ple—using form W-2, the withhold 
ing receipt, or the 1040 short form— 
automatically get about a 10 per 
cent deduction figured right into the 
tax table used with both forms. 


They get such deductions 
e 


though their deductible 
expenses 


are not that much. And they don't 
have to itemize or even mention 
their deductions. 


But—if the. ywant to cleaim more 


than 10 per cent they must use the 
1040 longform, work out their own 
tax and itemize their deductions 
But they can take full credit 
foi 


those deductions. 


The $5,000-orover income people 


—who have to use the 1040 Ions 
form anyway—may take a standarc 
deduction of $500, whether 
they 


make $5,00(1 or $10,000 and whether 
or not their deductions amount to 
that much. 


If they take that $500 standard

burp gun b'ullet hit the private in 
his left thigh and right hip. 


Unable to walk he burrowed into 


the snow to hide but he was so 
weak from the loss of blood that 
he fainted. 


For the next 110 hours he lay 


alone with nothing but .his overcoat 
to keep him' warm. All he had to 
eat was three ration chocolate bars. 


A soldier less hardy would have 


perished, but not this Missouri .boy. 
He ate his chocola'te bars sparing- 
ly, He mejted snow- in- his mouth. 
To keep from freezing and to main- 
tain his circulation he flexed his 
muscles whenever his strength per- 
mitted. 


One night it snpwed covering the 


soldier and making it all but im- 
possible lof his own medics to find 
him. 


Fnally two. men from 
another 


company came close 
enough to 


hear his calls for help. They were 
pinned down themselves and 
un 


able to reach him. But when they 
got back to their own outfit they 
reported his location. 


On the fifth day his own battalion 


attacked again and pushed 
back 


the Germans. Medics found -the 
wounded man weak, but conscious. 
His morale was s.tiU high although 
he was suffering from frostbite as 
well as his wounds. 


"He had sp.ent five nights and 


four days alone in the nearest place 
on earth to hell," said one of bis 
buddies.
